The Business of Bookselling 


J. G. Wilson

HE stock of a bookshop is in every 
respect the touchstone of its success. 
How it is bought, how displayed, 
and by whom sold, will decide the shop’s 
quality of service, and its value to the pub- 
lic. If, in addition, wise supervision and 
eficient control are exercised by the man- 
agement, a book business will not go far 
wrong. 

If you have ever ventured to stand on 
the floor of a bookshop other than your 
own, you must have felt how very per- 
sonal your own trade was, even if you 
were inclined to criticize your colleague, on 
a little reflection you would probably agree 
that his trade was just as personal in its 
way as your own, but it was in a different 
way. So, I must of necessity retail my 
own experience if my reimarks are to be 
of value. We all deal with the same com- 
modity; some sell more of one class of 
books than of others, and some booksellers 
are specialists. Your efforts to express in 
stock your ideas of business are immediately 
influenced by the response of your custom- 
ers, and in a very real sense it is your cus- 
tomers who control your business. 

The stock, then, affects the character of 
the bookseller and of the people who fre- 
quent the establishment. It is this con- 
stant action and reaction which makes up 
the fascination of the bookshop floor, and 
the drama that is always being performed 


there. In this way a bookseller gets the 
customers he deserves. He has to preserve 
his personal attitude to books without un- 
due enthusiasm for his own opinion, and 
with proper regard for those of his clients. 
This passive and receptive attitude on our 
part will bring more knowledge than years 
of reading. It is easy to forget that the 
general reader who buys his books for rec- 
reation and occasional pleasure has no con- 
ception of the tremendous background of 
literature represented in the thousands 
upon thousands of volumes that can con- 
tribute to his well-being in this respect, 
and the test of our service to the public is 
in the provision of stock that offers entice- 
ment to one reader after another, no mat- 
ter how often they may visit you. This 
has often seemed something of a miracle 
to me, but think it out, and you will find 
it is the result of the practical outcome of 
your taste embodying itself upon your 
shelves; and not altogether your own taste, 
but the garnered experience of customers 
who have become an organic part of your 
business. You have had, doubtless, as I 
have had, browsing customers who ask 
about a certain book they pick up from the 
shelves—‘‘how do you ever sell copies of 
this work?” The remark surprises, be- 
cause you have found the said book sells 
quite regularly, and the discussion of that 
statement with the customer produces still 
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another sale. The urge behind the selling 
of the book by you is, in fact, the sum of 
all your personal success in selling it be- 
fore. I remember many years ago, this 
aspect of floor work came home to me as 
a very real thing. It occurred to me that 
I might make an experiment with a book 
which had given me the kind of enjoy- 
ment which impelled me to recommend it 
to other people. I sold 400 copies within 
a few months. The strange thing about 
this transaction was that I rarely came 
upon anyone who had read it before; and 
still stranger is it to me today when I rec- 
ommend that book and find the same ig- 
norance of its existence. 

This experience, and it has occurred to 
me with many books, has been a source of 
much consolation and encouragement. 
Somehow it has lifted my horizons when 
| became depressed with the feeling that 
supplies of good books had gone round all 
the booklovers I knew. 
bouts of such low spirits, I became assured 
that the appeal of the best books could 
never be exhausted, and that readers who 
might buy and enjoy them would always 
be available. I suggest to you that this is 
one of the chief lessons a bookseller learns 
on the floor of his own shop. 

The word booklover has often cropped 
up in our discussions, and it happens to be 
a word that describes a person in only a gen- 
eral way. There are two other words that 
describe practically the whole of the book- 
loving folk. It might be useful to make a 
homely definition. The bibliomaniac is one 
who has a love of books for their own 
sakes, for their paper, print, binding, and 
for their associations. He is a different 
person from the other whom we call a 
bibliophile, who loves his books for the lit- 
erature that is in them. Each of us will 
know from experience people whom we can 
classify under these headings. Together 
they provide a working idea of the area 
covered by a bookshop’s activities, and the 
place of our customers in that area. It is 
not for us to ask which is the better class 
from our point of view. Not one of us 
would hold violently to the opinion that a 
man must buy books only when he wants 
to read them. Were we to come to that 
sorry pass, we would sell many less books. 
The buyer who makes his collection for 
the pleasure of seeing them upon his 


And after a few 
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shelves need not be a great reader to have 
our respect. He is fulfilling a useful pur- 
pose under Providence in maintaining the 
booktrade, and in helping contemporary 
authorship; and if he is a purchaser of old 
books, he is enabling us to make more than 
the usual profit. But this type of buyer is 
inclined to be erratic. Some rumor may 
reach him that by devoting attention to 
certain approved names among contem- 
poraries he will be able to add considerably 
to the value of his possessions. And this 
stimulus, which is always in operation, is 
a good thing for us, because it confirms 
our friend in his bookbuying habits. 

I have known people with this rather 
detached interest in books as possessions to 
acquire not only alertness and instinct in 
buying the right stuff, but who, having ac- 
cidentally read something of what they 
purchased, had come to enjoy their books 
as things that enriched their lives. It is 
a happy experience to be the person to rec- 
ognize just that book which effects this 
change in the bibliomaniac, for it makes 
a customer into a life-long friend, and may 
be the means of transforming a collection 
of books, well purchased from every point 
of view, into a living and _ palpitating 
reality for the possessor. It is better to 
turn a customer in this particular direction 
than to allow him to develop into a mere 
speculator in book values, for in the latter 
case you have but a slender hold on his 
allegiance to your shop, and may easily 
lose his custom if he finds it more profitable 
to trade elsewhere. But the booklover 
proper, the man who cares for the stuff 
that is within the boards, while he may 
be a very careful buyer, is the type which 
nourishes the best instincts for good book- 
selling; and when it happens, as we should 
try and make it happen, that both charac- 
ters are combined in the same person, you 
have a customer who can be called “a reg- 
ular,” and one whom it is always a pleas- 
ure to meet. 

There is too, that phrase “good books” 
which we are often inclined to use in a 
general way, without being able to define 
exactly what we mean. For instance, we 
say that we stock only the good books; we 
try to sell only the good books. But how 
can we tell when we are selling the items 
that tumble every day into our shops from 
the publishers’ warehouses, whether the 
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books are really good or not? I have 
thought about this a good deal, and do not 
know if I can communicate my impres- 
sions; but there are in the main two ways 
which have decided the matter for me. 
The first is the book’s material goodness ; 
that its salability is not affected to any 
extent because it has remained on the 
shelves beyond a few months and that as 
an item for the stocktaking sheet it does 
not require depreciation. It is constantly 
being sold, if only in single copies now and 
again, and has to be replaced. It is simply 
a good selling book, but if in the course of 
time it becomes a title which we naturally 
replace whenever we are making up what 
| have described to you as a level stock, I 
think we can call it a good book. The 
second consideration is perhaps a trifle 
more personal. Believing, as I have al- 
ways done, that it is better to prevent bad 
stock by buying carefully, I have given 
wherever possible some attention to the 
claims of a work in general literature when 
it is ordered for the first time, and _ al- 
though you may think it almost impossible 
to be sure of one’s judgment exercised at 
a moment’s notice, it is, I believe, possible 
to acquire an instinct and to come, from 
a hurried examination, to a fairly reason- 
able decision on the merits or demerits o} 
the wares that are being offered on sub- 
scription. 

You may say that we cannot all be 
“buyers” of books. That is true, but the 
same critical endeavor to get at a book’s 
meaning will assist even a junior to a very 
valuable decision; and I think that it is 
just that little personal effort made in or- 
der to understand a book for oneself that 
is so valuable in first-rate training. But 
in the matter of new books I assure you 
it is the exercise of this personal judgment 
which is handed over with the book to 
your customer which makes a_ personal 
triend and a constant visitor. 

You will, I hope, realize that I am not 
declaiming against the sale of any class of 
book whatever. We all have our points 
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of view according to the nature of our 
business, and it is well that it should be 
so, or the multitude of new books would 
never get satisfactory innings. The popu- 
lar sensational books, of which we sell 
large numbers, are good books, because 
they sell, and I have heard most excellent 
members of the trade say that they found 
it necessary to sell such things in order to 
have an opportunity of keeping in stock 
other books which they themselves prefer. 
But I am sure none of us would say that 
our only duty was to sell such sensational 
literature because it was popular or profit- 
producing. Part of our function is surely 
to introduce, wherever possible, the better 
book, which from almost every point of 
view will last longer, and become more or 
less a part of the permanent body of our 
literature. 

Good sellers are not necessarily first- 
rate books, but they are, with others, the 
commodity which we must carry on our 
shelves, without apology, because the pub- 
lic will buy them. It used to be said that 
the better a book was in a literary sense, 
the smaller was its circulation. This cer- 
tainly cannot be true of book distribution 
today, for we rarely find a first-rate imagi- 
native work, whether in romance or poetry, 
but it gets a good deal of attention, if only 
from the critics and reviewers. And _ be- 
cause we know that such works are apt to 
get slow and restricted attention from the 
modern bookbuyer, it is surely our duty 
to put whatever force we can behind their 
introduction and possible sales. Again, to 
take the trouble over something that is first 
rate, and to succeed in selling it, is to make 
your contacts with people who are worth 
while cultivating as your clients. It is 
obvious that the sensational book, which 
we can keep on our shelves in fairly large 
numbers without much danger, sells itself, 
or is sold by display, and we can keep our 
souls alive otherwise by making every ef- 
fort to introduce, at least now and again, 
books that might, without our introduc- 
tion, be neglected.

A Pioneer Country Bookshop 


Hi;RE are but few country book- 
s..ops to be found in this country 
with any pretensions beyond the 
scope of a lending library and the now 
inevitable gift shop. The reason for this is 
easily seen; a bookshop reflects not alone 
the intellectual horizon of its proprietor 
but of the community in which it is found, 
and in the usual country town, provided 
as it is with a public library, there is not 
intellectual curiosity enough—though the 
amount of curiosity known as idle is per- 
haps inversely active—to support a shop 
where bookselling is the only commerce. 
‘The amount of money spent per capita 
upon books is very small; so that it would 
seem axiomatic that a bookshop which 
would pretend to anything like metropoli- 
tan standards could never be found in a 
country town. 
Farmington, though not a large town, is 
a somewhat extraordinary one. There are 
certain pages about it to be found in 
Henry James’ “The American Scene,” and 
did not Mark Twain, when asked by 
Queen Victoria where Hartford was, reply 
that it was ten miles east of Farmington? 


The idea of opening a bookshop there first 
occurred to Helen M. Scarth while she 
was librarian at the Farmington Village 
Library. ‘The shop was opened in a small 
house at the lower end of Main Street in 
1924. Emphasis was placed at first upon 
children’s books, and this feature of the 
shop has been constantly noteworthy. Visi- 
tors to the shop are continually remarking 
upon its excellence and diversity. When a 
few years later it became necessary to move 
into larger quarters, Miss Scarth bought 
the present property where it became pos- 
sible to devote an entire room in the shop 
to these books. The Farmington Book- 
shop is by no means, however, a children’s 
bookshop. Of the three large rooms given 
over to it, the main room is occupied with 
current and standard books. A large fire- 
place and the use of bookcases instead oi 
regulation shelving make this a very at- 
tractive spot. 

From the beginning the Farmington 
Bookshop has dealt in rare books and first 
editions. At first under the supervision 0! 
a well-known collector, this department has 
been run for the past two years by C. 1.

Kansas Book 


HE 15th Annual Convention of the 
Kansas Book Dealers’ Association 
was held in Topeka, Monday anid 
Tuesday, Feb. 16 and 17, with President 
Phil M. Anderson of Newton presiding. 
The meeting was held in the Roof Garden 
at the Hotel Kansan, Topeka, and reported 
attendance was practically the same as in 
1930, the banner year of the Association. 
The attendance of the wholesalers was also 
as large as in 1930. 

State Superintendent of Instruction 
George Allen, Jr. gave the Association a 
fine talk on new adoptions of books for 
fall. He also explained to the Association 
that our adoptions were not made every 
year or two, but on the contrary, some of 
the same books had been in use in Kansas 
for the last ten years. He announced that 
the Bobbs-Merrill “Primer” had _ been 
adopted for the next five years and that 
Smith’s “Human Geography” had been re- 
adopted for the next five years. Maces’ 
“History” has been readopted for five years. 
There will be a complete new adoption or 
readoption of Junior High School books, 
but these books will not be settled upon 
until after legislature adjournment. The 
Commission has readopted a revised version 
of Arnold’s “Kansas History.” In regard 
to free school books, he stated that any 
district in Kansas can furnish free books to 
pupils. There has been a great deal of 
agitation for a State wide free school book 
law, with the books to be furnished by the 
State.

The $100,000 K.B.D.A. copyrighted 
line of tablets and notebooks contract was 
awarded again for the 12th consecutive 
time to the Lee Mercantile Co. of Kansas 
City, Mo. 

The 100 gross contract for High School 
notebook covers was awarded to the Irving 
Pitt branch of the Wilson Jones Co. 

The 1932 Convention city was a real 
issue. The Convention City Committee 
reported five applicants: Manhattan, To- 
peka, Wichita, Abilene, and Salina.

Election of Officers:—The Chairman 
insisted on a secret ballot for officers, the 
first time this experiment has ever been 
tried. The results of the election were 
that Phil M. Anderson received all the 
votes but five for President, and upon 
move of Col. Chas. Mitchell and Robert 
Markwell, was given the unanimous vote 
of the Convention.

F. G. Orr of Wichita was re-elected Sec- 
retary-T reasurer, and Mary C. Stromberg 
of Newton was re-elected Acting Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

1932 Convention Headquarters :—Presi- 
dent Anderson and Secretary Stromberg 
stopped at Manhattan on the way home 
and inspected the proposed headquarters for 
the 1932 Convention and found the Ware- 
ham Hotel an ideal place for the meeting. 
The Convention headquarters will be held 
in the ballroom, which is 140 ft. deep and 
50 ft. wide, which will allow for a wonder- 
ful display for the wholesalers without 
charge. And we hardly think it worth 
while for the salesmen to engage private 
sample rooms. 
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The Foch Memoirs 


Te: publication of the Foch mem- 
oirs which the London Post calls 
editorially the most important ori- 
ginal war document that will ever be given 
to the world, is the largest international 
publishing enterprise on record. 

Doubleday, Doran, who will bring out 
the memoirs in America in March, spent 
six years getting the book. In 1925 Russell 
Doubleday visited Marshal Foch in Paris. 
At that time the Marshal was being im- 
portuned by scores of publishers and news- 
paper editors, especially those of England 
and America. He told Mr. Doubleday 
that he would not consider any offers for 
publication during his life time and that 
he did not wish his memoirs published until 
many years after his death. 

However, when the Marshal died in 
1929, Doubleday, Doran & Company 
thought that the family might consent, so 
Ralph Graves, the head of the Doubleday, 
Doran Syndicate, went to Paris to try to 
arrange an immediate release. ‘The family, 
however, wished to hold back the memoirs 
for years, but Mr. Graves did get a look 
at the manuscript and brought back word 
that it was well worth keeping after. 

A year later the publishers learned that 
the Foch family was now willing to re- 
lease the memoirs on the advice of friends 
of the Marshal because of the bitter con- 
troversies aroused by M. Clemenceau’s 
posthumous book. 

Mr. Graves again went to Paris and in 
May, 1930, signed a contract giving Dou- 
bleday, Doran & Company all publication 
rights in America, Great Britain and Col- 
onies, and Spanish and Portuguese speaking 
countries. The rights for the remainder 
of the world went to the Paris publishing 
house, The Librairie Plon. 

The sale of the Foch serial rights by 
Doubleday, Doran & Company was unique 
in the history of newspaper syndication. 
On the day the contract was announced, 
news cables carried the story all over the 
world. The next morning Mr. Graves in 
his Paris hotel was besieged with cable- 
grams and telephone calls from scores of 
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To be brought out in March by Double- 
day, Doran and Company 


newspapers in the United States, England 
and South America. The negotiations 
went on for four or five days. Finally the 
editorial manager of the Hearst News- 
papers, T. V. Ranck, closed a contract by 
trans-Atlantic telephone for first serial 
rights in the United States. The managing 
editor of the London Morning Post, also 
by telephone, arranged to handle the mem- 
oirs in Great Britain and Colonies. The 
newspaper, La Nacion, in Buenos Aires, 
got the first rights for Spanish and Portu- 
guese countries. The final phone call across 
the Atlantic was delayed nearly all night 
by static. Several cablegrams passed be- 
tween Mr. Ranck and Mr. Graves while 
they waited for the connection, which was 
as last successful at breakfast time in Paris 
(2 A. M. in New York). 

The price paid for serial rights in Amer- 
ica alone was the highest ever paid for 
newspaper serialization up to that time. A 
few weeks later, however, it was topped 
by the price paid for the Pershing memoirs. 

The memoirs will be published simul- 
taneously in England, America and France.

Release Date Resolution 


From the San Francisco Bay Region 


tary of the Booksellers’ Association, 

San Francisco Bay Counties, sends 
us the following resolution which was 
adopted at the regular February meeting of 
the Association, on February 19, 1931, 


“SHALL WE RETURN TO CHAOS? 


“Or shall we scrupulously observe the 
publishers’ release dates of new books and 
start their sale in a business-like manner, 
fair to all? 

“A formal agreement, signed by all of 
the principal bookstores, department stores, 
and circulating libraries, is on record. This 
provides that each, individually, agrees 
neither to display nor to sell new books 
before the publishers’ release date. 

“Many of us have consistently observed 
this agreement and have refrained from 
displaying or placing on sale new books 
before publication dates, notwithstanding 
unfair competition. 

“Others have argued that the publica- 
tion date on comparatively unimportant 
books did not matter and for important 
books—‘well, someone else is apt to sell 
them; therefore, we must protect ourselves 
and put them out as soon as received.’ 

The situation is fast getting out of 


[) ex: LAMSON, Acting Secre- 


hand. We must get together and decide— 
either that this agreement shall be scrupu- 
lously observed or otherwise take formal 
action to annul the agreement and leave it 
free for all to join in the scramble and rush 
the display of the new books. 

“The next step should be to send a 
formal notification to the publishers that 
their release dates of new books will not 
be observed in the San Francisco Bay 
Region in the future. It will then be up 
to the publishers either to accept the situa- 
tion or to hold back shipment of new 
books to reach the Bay Region on or after 
publication date. 

“In view of the importance of this 
matter it is resolved that the regular March 
meeting of this Association be devoted to 
its consideration; that a copy of this reso- 
lution be promptly mailed to all of the 
members of this Association and to other 
dealers, department stores, and circulating 
libraries operating in this field; also to the 
American Booksellers’ Association. Fur- 
thermore, that in the customary announce- 
ment of the next meeting the importance 
of the matter be emphasized and a full 
attendance be urged and that dealers and 
circulating libraries not members of the 
Association be invited to attend.” 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 

sion, from the which, as men of course 
do seek to recetve countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto. —BACON. 





Using Publishers’ Ammunition 


AST fall D. Van Nostrand Company, 
publisher of Dr. Allen’s “The Book 
of Bird Life,” sent a letter to the 

trade which began “Dear Bookseller: Give 
the publisher a break! It certainly is dis- 
couraging to a publisher to publish a book 
he knows is good and can prove by mail 
sales and advertising to be good and yet 
get no help from the trade.” ‘The letter 
was so frank in its statements that it 
brought many returns. One bookseller, 
Lamar & Whitmore in Nashville, took the 
publisher’s own letter, multigraphed it and 
then sent it out to their trade with a letter 
that began “Dear Bird Lover: Not once 
in a blue moon will a publisher jump on 
the book dealer—he’s afraid he will make 
an enemy. But recently D. Van Nostrand 
Company sent a letter to all book dealers 
that certainly shook us up.” Then the 
letter went on to give the shop’s own opin- 
ion of the book. According to both Van 
Nostrand and Lamar & Whitmore, this 
combination campaign was a great success. 
Certainly it had interesting features and 
suggests that booksellers and ultimate con- 
sumers are influenced by advertising that 
seems to them to be spontaneous and real.

The Power to Disapprove 
Piers the house organ of Batten, 


Barton, Durstine & Osborne we 

quote with interest the opinion, “It 
is rather startling to consider how many 
people in an organization have full power 
to disapprove. The head of the business 
rarely delegates the responsibility of final 
approval, but the right to turn down ideas 
and proposals is granted to about everyone 
in the organization.’ ‘There may be an 
idea in that for the book industry. The 
heads of publishing houses as well as heads 
of bookstores keep in their own hands the 
power of approval, and it may be that the 
watch dogs at the gate are too diligent in 
keeping out new ideas by giving premature 
disapproval. If there ever was a time 
when new ideas were needed—new ideas as 
to ways of merchandising—this is the time. 
The channels of distribution are slowly 
filling with new business, but not always 
just the same channels. Business cannot 
go through the upheavals it has_ been 
through the last year without changes in 
demand and distribution methods and with- 
out new ideas coming to the surface as to 
what the public wants. This is the time 
to keep the gate open for anybody who has 
fresh views. 


The New York Market 


NEW estimate of the size of the 

New York metropolitan district as 

a consumer of goods has been made 
by the Marine Midland group of banks, 
and some of the figures will interest the 
booktrade, which is always conscious of the 
numerical importance of this market. <Ac- 
cording to this survey, the buying power 
of the district is 12.44 % of that of the 
entire country. There are 2,809,799 fam- 
ilies and 140,049 retail stores. ‘There are 
5,953 independent drug stores, 262 chain 
drug stores, 32,476 independent groceries 
and 5,165 chain groceries, 3,123 jewelers, 
4,278 shoe stores, and 337 chain shoe stores, 
to mention a few groups. No count has 
been made of the bookstores, but the 
American Booktrade Directory, including 
general bookstores, chain stores, second- 
hand and rare book stores, and foreign 
book stores, lists a total of seven hundred 
and twenty-five. 
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Senate Has Copyright Report 


N Monday the 23rd, Senator 
Hebert of Rhode Island, represent- 
ing the Patents Committee of the 

Senate, made his report of the Vestal Bill 
with explanations of the amendments which 
the Committee had added to the House 
measure. [Subsequently the Committee 
added two other amendments. | 

On Tuesday, a canvass by the sponsors 
of the Bill indicated that there were prob- 
ably more than enough votes in the Senate 
to pass the Bill if the more troublesome 
debates were avoided. The radio interests 
seem satisfied with certain changes Sen- 
ator Dill had obtained; motion picture in- 
dustries believe that they have remedied 
their difficulties in the infringement section. 
Registration or notice of copyright has been 
made important unless the author wishes 
to run the risk of having his work taken 
by an innocent infringer in which case the 
author would get royalties but not damages. 

In connection with this important point 
the report says: 

‘It is believed that in practice in perhaps 
99 per cent of all cases authors or pub- 
lishers immediately upon the publication of 
their works will cause to be placed thereon 
a notice of their claim to copyright. It is 
true that under the provisions of the bill 
(sec. 1) this formality is not required as a 
condition precedent to the acquirement of 
an exclusive right in the author since copy- 
right is acquired automatically but it is 
considered to be a wise precaution to place 
such notice upon the copyrighted work in 
order to avoid all possible misunderstanding 
and perhaps many conflicting claims. It 
will be observed that this amendment will 
not destroy automatic copyright. It does 
not effect that right in any way. It goes 
rather to the remedies which are afforded 
to the owner of a copyright in case he 
tails to comply with the conditions of the 
amendment. Under the provisions of the 
bill, no particular form of notice is re- 
quired, so that an author or composer may 
not be deprived of his rights because of the 
failure of a printer or anyone else to com- 
ply with some fixed requirement of the 
statute. We repeat, no particular form of 
notice is required. In the absence of some 
form of notice or of registration, however, 
under this amendment the owner of the 
right infringed is limited.” 
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It is the infringement section of the 
measure that has been the center of long 
months of argument. On the one hand 
lie the interests of authors and composers. 
If they cannot get complete and prompt 
redress in the case of an infringement of 
their rights all the fine-sounding phrases in 
the Bill are mere empty words; but on the 
other hand the users of copyright material 
know what it is to be sued without real 
grounds or to face high damages when they 
are entirely innocent. The need of obtain- 
ing a just and workable compromise be- 
tween these two needs has made the section 
a trial to the legislators. 

“Section 9 is amended so as to provide 
that no assignment or other disposition of a 
copyright shall be valid except as between 
the parties unless it be in writing signed 
by the owner or by his agent.” 

“Section 12, fixing the term of copyright 
protection, has been amended so as to pro- 
vide that a copyright shall endure for 70 
years from the date thereof, in lieu of a 
term for the life of the author and 50 years 
after his death, as provided in the bill as 
it came from the House of Representatives. 

“The question may arise, ‘Why fix the 
term at 70 years?’ Information which 
comes to us indicates that the average age 
at which authors do most of their creative 
work is approximately from 35 to 45 years, 
and that the approximate duration of life 
thereafter is 20 years. Inasmuch as the 
International Copyright Union provides a 
term of 50 years of copyright from and 
after the death of an author, we have con- 
cluded to add this extension of 50 years 
to the average duration of his life after 
the creation of the work and have agreed 
upon an amendment providing for a full 
term of copyright of 70 years without re- 
newal. This we believe will prove satis- 
factory to authors generally.” 

“Paragraph (e) of said section 14, which 
has been changed to paragraph (f) by the 
amendments proposed by your committee, 
has been amended so as to enlarge the defi- 
nition of the term “printing” as used in 
said section, so as to include photo-engrav- 
ing and the like processes. 

“The only remaining amendment is to 
change the effective date of the act from 
the 1st day of July to the 1st day of 
June, 1931. This amendment is inserted 
at the request of the owners of copyright 
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in a work in which a religious denomina- 
tion has an interest, and which will expire 
prior to the Ist of July, 1931.” 

An amendment to Section 4 made at the 
request of the Literary Digest permits the 
“fair use” of quotations provided credit is 
given and such quotation has not been ex- 
pressly forbidden. ‘Fair use” has a well- 
recognized meaning in law. 

The sections on manufacture and im- 
portation have not been changed though it 
is expected that a change in the latter will 
be offered from the floor and will be sure 
of considerable support. 

Only a few amendments among the 119 
suggested at the Senate hearing have been 
accepted. The Committee evidently wishes 
to keep the number as small as possible. 
Apparently no amendments to the sections 
between 23 and the last paragraph have 
been made. ‘This may indicate that the 
Senate Committee was pressed for time in 
making revisions or it may indicate that 
the Committee felt that these amendments 
were largely administrative and not so vital 
as those of earlier sections. Suggested 
amendments which have apparently been 
omitted included two offered by Acting 
Register Brown and two suggested by for- 
mer Register Solberg. One of the latter 
had to do with the wording defining the 
number of copies that could be brought in 
as personal baggage. This amendment had 
been approved by the publishers. 


A Day of the Book 


DAY of the Book has been organized 
recently in Barcelona and proved a 
great success, thanks, it was re- 

ported in the London Publishers’ Circular, 
to the help of the newspapers. We are 
particularly struck with the report that the 
County Council gave permission for the 
sale of books from stands on the open 
squares of the city and allowed big pla- 
cards to be posted in prominent places and 
carried around the town. The Camera del 
Libro issued an attractive pamphlet which 
was given free to all buyers for 5 pes. and 
over. In Germany the idea of a Book Day 
has been used, and it has also been used in 
the Scandinavian countries. Perhaps Amer- 
ica may be taking more credit than it 
should, but we think that this idea has 
grown out of Book Week, first experi- 
mented with here about fifteen years ago. 
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An Army of Book Users 


HERE are a hundred and thirty- 

five thousand people in New York 

City’s civil army of employees, so 
when the librarian of the Municipal Ret- 
erence Library undertook to give books a 
larger place in the work of this great 
group of people she was undertaking 4 
complicated but valuable piece of work. 
She began by subdividing the groups and 
bringing those of common interest  to- 
gether, a plan that might seem adaptable 
to the bookstore in which the management 
is trying to prove to its community how 
many different interests it can serve. 

The plan worked out by Rebecca B. 
Rankin was to arrange the library with a 
special appeal to a particular type of city 
worker, then to send personal invitations 
to every official in that particular depart- 
ment and ask the commissioner in charge 
to allow announcements to be posted. 
Then a feature article on the service that 
the library could give to this particular 
group was printed in the organ of the 
Library, which goes out weekly, and open 
house was held for two weeks thereafter. 
Every bit of space in the room was used to 
bring this type of book to the front. When, 
for instance, open house was held for the 
Departments of Finance and Taxation, all 
the recent books on municipal finance ac- 
counting and municipal taxation were sent 
out. Another period of two weeks was de- 
voted to the group interested in public 
welfare, and another period for the groups 
from the Water Supply and Public Utili- 
ties Department. 

In the application of this successful plan 
to the bookstore it might be that the store 
could bring to the front, for example, for 
a week all the important books on modern 
art, again it could have a showing of books 
on modern poetry, on book illustration, 
church management, etc., each time mak- 
ing the best showing possible, supplement- 
ing its own stock by borrowed material 
on the subject announced and _ making 
a very direct effort to bring to the store 
during that period of special display as 
many as possible in the community who 
would be interested. The effect of this 
might last over a long period, and people 
who had not previously visited the store 
would be encouraged to make it a place for 
constant visits.

Publishers to the Fourth 
Generation 


HEN the Chance heeled over in 
W the trade winds, the crew would 
sit in the shadow of the sail and 
read while the boat clipped off its six knots, 
steadily making its way across the Southern 
Pacific. This cruise that started from 
New London in the early summer of 1929 
and ended in Sydney 13,000 logged miles 
away, was the last phase of the education 
of a publisher, Edward H. Dodd, Jr., 
fourth in a line of publishers. Not to 
every college graduate is given such an 
exciting finish to his education as ‘““Tommy”’ 
Dodd describes in his “Great Dipper to 
Southern Cross,’ and not everyone enter- 
ing a publishing house can in his first year 
in the house write a book, plan its typogra- 
phy and jacket (very excellently done), go 
out on the road and sell the book, and then 
when the year turns in receive royalties, 
the book being now in its third printing. 

Edward H. Dodd, Jr., need not have 
had publishing connections to have ar- 
ranged for the publishing of so well 
written a tale of adventure. Impartial 
readers agree it is splendidly written, and 
the selection of material, the telling of the 
story, the climax in the great storm when 
the boat was handled with a crew of but 
five, all make up a real book. 

The Publishers Weekly asked Mr. 
Dodd whether he took books along on his 
trip, and he said with enthusiasm that they 
took all they had room for. Perhaps Henry 
Holt & Co. will be interested in the fact 
that when the cigarette papers gave out one 
day the end papers from the much read 
“Home Book of Verse” had to be requisi- 
— to keep the crew going for another 

ay. 

Young Dodd, like many Dodds, gradu- 
ated from Yale, where he majored in Eng- 
lish, and during his vacation had con- 
siderable experience in sailing and in travel. 
With a group of friends he bought 
a seventy-eight foot Gloucesterman for 
$12,000 and set sail for a year’s cruise. 
They cleared from New London on July

12, 1929, and landed in Sydney on June 6, 
1930. The map on the lining papers shows 
stops in the West Indies, Panama, Gala- 
pagos, Marquesas, Tahiti, Samoa, Fiji, 
New Caledonia and Australia. 

“Tommy” Dodd is the great-grandson 
of the founder of the Dodd firm, now in 
its ninety-fourth year. Moses W. Dodd 
with a partner, John S. Taylor, began 
business in Printing House Square as a 
religious publisher in 1837. It is interest- 
ing to know, especially as young Dodd 
shows a keen interest in book design and 
type selection, that his great grandmother 
was a Hoe, of the family of distinguished 
printers. 

Frank Howard Dodd came into the con- 
trol of his father’s business in 1870 and, 
forming a partnership with Edward Mead 
and Bleeker Van Wagenen, started the 
firm on the road to a broader interest in 
general literature, started the New Inter- 
national Encyclopaedia, was President of 
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the American Publishers’ Association and 
one of the most active fighters for the net 
price system. His brother was Robert H. 
Dodd, who, with Luther Livingston, car- 
ried on a rare book business after the firm 
left Fifth Avenue for Fourth Avenue and 
published the “American Book Prices Cur- 
rent,” now issued from the Publishers’ 
Weekly office. 

The only son of Frank H. Dodd,

Edward H. Dodd, after graduating from 
Yale, came into the firm in 1903 at about 
the same time his cousin, Frank C. Dodd, 
was coming into the business. Of Edward 
Dodd’s two sons one is studying to be a 
doctor and the “Junior” is man of all 
work in the Fourth Avenue offices, travel- 
ing in the Pennsylvania and New York 
territory, assisting Mr. Chase in manufac- 
turing, and helping to read manuscripts. 


The Census of Book Production 


HE Department of Commerce issues 
every other year on the odd num- 
bered year a Census of American 
Manufacturers, and the Publishers 
W eekly has printed the statistics as soon as 
they were made available. The taking of the 
Census of Manufactures for the year 1929 
began after the first of the year 1930 when 
blanks were sent to all producers of books, 
and it took a whole year to get these fig- 
ures back from the producers and tabu- 
lated. In January the tentative statement 
of this last census was received, and the 
figures were printed in the Publishers’ 
Weekly of January 24th, the Annual Sum- 
mary Number. The Department of Com- 
merce has now issued a month later re- 
vised figures with very considerable 
changes. ‘These are, therefore, printed en- 
tirely. 

The total number of books produced has 
increased in round numbers, in three cen- 
suses (1925, 1927, 1929) from 200,000,- 
000 to 227,000,000, to 235,000,000 while 
the first preliminary figures had shown 
a decrease between 1927 and _ 1929 
of 16,000,000 books. The Census Bureau 
has also gone back and corrected some of 
its figures of 1927 which we had printed 
two years before. These corrections reduce 
the total production increase between 1925 
and 1927 from 27,000,000 to 19,000,000, 
still, a very satisfactory increase. The other 
considerable change in the 1927 figures is 
the classification of poetry and drama 
which is 2,000,000 less than was first 
estimated. 

Fiction accounts for the larger part of 
the 24,000,000 difference between the two 
estimates of 1929 figures. The first figure 


given out was 30,000,000, and this is 45- 
000,000, a figure much more than would 
have been expected, even though everyone 
is conscious of the recent increases in the 
demand of popular reprint fiction. The 
figure of 45,000,000 is a 35% increase 
over 1927, which is heavy. Textbooks now 
appear at 80,000,000 volumes instead of 
75,000,000 although even this is a slight 
decrease from 1927. Children’s Books stay 
as first shown, with a 5,000,000 increase 
in the two years. Religious Books go to 
17,000,000 as against 21,000,000 two years 
before. The other changes are minor. 

The total for Fiction is perhaps the most 
striking figure of this census. While book- 
stores and libraries are getting more and 
more demand for non-fiction, the distribu- 
tion of reading through popular channels, 
through rental libraries and the book coun- 
ters of general stores has been raising the 
consumption rapidly, and Fiction is now 
practically one-fifth of the entire book out- 
put of the country. Large as this is, it is 
no more surprising than the total of Chil- 
dren’s Books, which is about 15% of the 
total, Religious Books coming next with 
about 7% of the total. 

The statisticians make every possible ef- 
fort to prepare reports in a completely com- 
parable form, but occasionally they find 
that certain reports they have received 
have been misinterpreted, perhaps listed to 
them as books rather than pamphlets or 
vice versa, and corrections have to be made. 
As the trade learns the importance of such 
guides to the proper planning of publish- 
ing enterprises more care will be taken to 
give the figures to the Census Bureau 
promptly and completely.

Parcel Post Revision 


HE proposal of the Postmaster 
General to make up the present 


deficit in parcel post revenue by 
revising the present rail rates applicable on 
parcel post or fourth class mail matter, in- 
volving increases in rates for the short haul 
trafic and decreases in long haul rates, was 
the subject of discussion at hearings which 
opened before the Interstate Commission 
on February 19th. In reporting these 
hearings the United States Daily writes 
as follows: 

The Post Office Department’s parcel 
post rate revision proposal includes a plan 
tor the increase in size limit of packages 
moving fourth class. The Railway Ex- 
press Agency, Inc., opposed the plan on the 
ground that the proposed increased size of 
parcels, as well as the reduced rates sched- 
ules for the long hauls will greatly increase 
the competition of fourth class mail matter 
with the express business, thereby jeop- 
ardizing its existence. Other interveners 
opposed to the Department’s proposed rate 
revision are the National Association of 


Business Mail Users, the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce, National Industrial 
Trafic League, St. Paul Association of 
Commerce, Illinois Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation, Trenton Chamber of Commerce, 
American Farm Bureau Association, the 
N. A. B. P. and others. 

J. C. Wise, Assistant Attorney General 
in charge of Post Office matters, opened 
the proceedings with a defense of the Post- 
master General’s proposal. Pointing to a 
deficit in 1930 of $15,570,730 in parcel 
post activities, Mr. Wise contended that 
adoption of the proposed revision on parcel 
post rates was necessary if the Department 
was to be placed on a self-supporting basis. 
“It is not the purpose of the Postmaster 
General,” Mr. Wise declared, “to build 
up a service that will usurp the functions 
of express companies.” 

The revenue of the express company has 
at no time been adversely affected by the 
establishment of the parcel post system or 
subsequent rate changes in parcel post, it 


was testified by A. W. Watts, Superin- 
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tendent of the Division of Cost Ascertain- 
ment, Post Office Department. Even in 
the year 1913, when the parcel post was 
established, the express company increased 
its revenue by over $8,000,000, he said, 
and has sustained increases to varying de- 
grees during years when parcel post rates 
have been adjusted. Based upon past ex- 
perience, the revenue of the company will 
not be adversely affected by the proposed 
adjustment in parcel post rates. 

For 20 pound parcels, Mr. Watts said 
in answer to questions by the Director of 
Parcel Post, Jesse C. Harriman, parcel 
post rates for zones one, two, three and 
most of four invariably are exceeded by 
rates charged by the express company. On 
the other hand, he said, in zones five, six, 
seven and most of eight, the express rates 
are lower than the parcel post rates. It 
is the Department’s proposal to equalize 
the rates as between the two services. 

Approximately 60 per cent of the total 
weight of mails is parcel post, and about 
71 per cent of the total volume of mail is 
parcel post, Mr. Watts said. 

The original cost ascertainment was con- 
ducted in the Post Office Department in 
1923, and it is now being conducted on 
practically the same basis. The purpose 
of this system is to procure accurate in- 
formation as to the several classes of mail 
and postal services. The system, Mr. 
Watts stated, reveals any probable effect 
on postal revenues resulting from changes 
in rates. 


Travel for One Dollar 


NEW publishing venture some- 
A what similar to Blue Ribbon Books 

will be inaugurated on March a2tst 
when Robert M. McBride & Company 
issue the first titles in a series to be known 
as McBride Dollar Travel Books. From 
the most popular travel books of today on 
the lists of all publishers, McBride plans 
to build a series of travel reprints which 
will include one or more books on all coun- 
tries which American tourists visit or in- 
tend to visit. Like Blue Ribbon Books 
this new series will be distinguished not 
only by quality of content but also by 
quality of format. The books will be full 
library size, bound in cloth, gold stamped 
and will be printed from the plates of the 
more expensive editions. A special fea- 
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ture of each volume is the endpapers which 
carry from 4 to 8 full size illustrations 
and often a large map. The jackets will 
be bright and colorful. Titles will be 
added twice each year, in the spring and 
fall, probably ten titles at a time and those 
books which have proved to be slow items 
will, at these times, be dropped from the 
series. The eventual size of the series will 
be from 40 to 50 titles. The series will 
be sold on the same arrangement as the 
Modern Library, the bookseller having the 
privilege of exchanging or substituting 
titles. Twenty titles are announced for 
March 21st publication, ten of which are 
McBride books, and ten books from other 
publishers. This first list includes such 
authors as D. H. Lawrence, Mary Roberts 
Rinehart, Carveth Wells, Hilaire Belloc, 
Frank Schoonmaker, Basil Woon and H. 
V. Morton.

Dr. Henry Moskowitz, head of the League 
of New York Theaters and chairman of 
the Conference Committee of the Theaters 
on Censorship, which is fighting the im- 
pending legislature, has sent out a question- 
naire asking the opinion of such persons as 
Bishop Charles K. Gilbert of the Cathed- 
ral of St. John the Divine, Chief Magis- 
trate Joseph E. Corrigan, Henry Raymond 
Mussey, Suzanne La Follette, the Rev. 
John Haynes Holmes, Franklin P. Adams, 
Rev. §. Parkes Cadman, B. W. Huebsch, 
J. Brooks Atkinson, Otto H. Kahn, Alex- 
ander Woollcott, Alfred Dashiell, Har- 
rison Smith and Charles C. Burlingham, 
president of the Bar Association of New 
York. In almost every reply to this ques- 
tionnaire the writer has emphatically de- 
clared or implied his opposition to the 
proposed Bill. The general feeling ex- 
pressed is that State Censorship would 
create an intolerable situation and lead to 
further curtailment of public rights.

HARRY F. SAVAGE 


Harry F. SavaGE, sales manager and 
a director of the Frederick A. Stokes Co., 
with which he had been associated for the 
last twenty-seven years, died at his resi- 
dence, 34 Gramercy Park, on February 
22nd, after an illness of several weeks.

RuTH PUTNAM, sister of the late 
Major George Haven Putnam died at 
Geneva on February 12th from a severe 
case of the grippe. She was seventy-four 
years of age.

Edith Putnam died there in May 
and Mrs. Robert Spottiswood Pinhey on 
February.

1925, the biography of her sister, the dis- 
tinguished pioneer woman physician, wife 


of the late Dr. Abraham Jacobi.

ITH the end of the month the 

W weekly output of books, which 
has been quite big for February, 

took a sudden slump in quantity. The 
books of the week, however, show in- 
dications of the yearly revival of interest 
in travel-reading. ‘There are more travel 
books on this week’s shelves than there 
have been in many months. They range 
in size and subject matter from a little 
guide to the Dalmatian coast to a large 
volume describing some South Sea islands. 
For want of any other starting point, 
let’s examine them in order of size. Muriel 
Currey is the author of “Romantic Cities 
of Dalmatia,” a guide to Zara, Ragusa, 
Dubrovnik, and the other cities that lie 
on the eastern shore of the Adriatic, a 
region still untouched by modern customs 
and dress. ‘Czechoslovakia, the Land and 
Its People,” by Clive Holland describes a 
little known country, which is, more and 
more, claiming the attention of tourists. 
In “A Pagan’s Pilgrimage,” Llewelyn 
Powys, author of “The Cradle of God” 
tells of his journey to the Holy Land, with 
some account of Athens, Cyprus, Rhodes, 
and Capri, where he stopped on the way. 
Leisurely journeying through historic and 
picturesque Normandy is described by Roy 
Elston in his “Travels in Normandy.” “In 
Search of Ireland” recounts haphazard 
wanderings by motor throughout the green 
island. The author, H. V. Morton is 
well-remembered for his book of similar 
title, “In Search of Scotland.” ‘“Africa’s 


” 


Last Empire,” travels through Abyssinia, 
by Norden and “Manga Reva,” describing 
the author’s sojourn in the islands of the 
Gambier Archipelago (see Eskridge), are 
travel books which lead to regions out of 
the tourists’ beaten path. 

A new series, which should prove a 
valuable one, is begun with “Creative 
Mind” by Spearman. It is interesting to 
note that this “Contemporary Library of 
Psychology” is published by D. Appleton 
& Co., the firm that had the old and well- 


known “International Library of Science 


and Education.” 


Biography and history, both contempo- 
rary and more ancient, is represented by 
several good new books. An addition to 
Minton, Balch & Company’s “Biographies 
of Unusual Americans” is always welcome. 
See Pollack. F. Fraser Bond is the au- 
thor of a life of Charles R. Miller, late 
editor-in-chief of the New York Times. 
See also “Ancient Civilizations of the 
Andes” by Means; “The Aristocratic 
Journey,” a very interesting account of 
early 19th century travels through the 
cities of the eastern United States, in the 
letters of an Englishwoman, Margaret 
Hail; and “Dynamite, the Story of Class 
Violence in America” by Adamic. 

Among other volumes of special interest 
are “The Religion of Man” by Rabin- 
dranath Tagore; “Glimpses of Familiar 
Birds” by Carr; ‘Angling Recollections 
and Practice” by George Parker Holden; 
“An Introduction to Persian Art” by Pope.

Old and Rare Books 





N autograph letter of George Wash- 
A ington, written in 1774, in which 
he said ‘Americans will never be 

taxed without their consent” and that the 
“despotick measures” leading to the Boston 
Tea Party “ever will be considered as the 
cause of America,” has been acquired by 
Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach, who considers it 
“one of the most significant letters ever 
written by Washington.” “No letter 
hitherto discovered shows so clearly Wash- 
ington’s pre-revolutionary sentiments and 
how much he resented Great Britain’s at- 
titude to the Colonies. Dr. Rosenbach said: 
“For the first time it is brought to light 
that Washington was a sincere sympathizer

with the New England provinces and with 
the great events that led to the Declaration 
of Independence. In this letter it is shown 
that he, even more than Richard Henry 
Lee or Thomas Jefferson, was the real 
leader behind the pre-Revolutionary move- 
ment in Virginia. This letter, which cov- 
ers three and a half folio pages, is addressed 
to Washington’s friend, George William 
Fairfax. 


NE of the most comprehensive ref- 
erence libraries on aeronautics and 
radio in the world is rapidly being built 
up at New York University Law School 
on Washington Square. The formation of 
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the American Academy of Air Law, a na- 
tional institution, membership which is open 
to both organizations and individuals, was 
recently announced. The New York Uni- 
versity School of Law and the Catholic 
University of America School of Law in 
Washington have already joined, and the 
membership of the advisory council of the 
academy includes a long list of leaders in 
the field of aviation law, members of the 
bar of many States and men active in the 
aviation industry, including Charles L. 
Lawrence, president of the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce of America. Now 
that this organization work is completed, 
Professor Alison Reppy and his staff, who 
edit The Air Law Review, are busy at 
work in building upon the broad founda- 
tion already begun. 


UNDOUBTEDLY one of the fine 

books of the year will be the limited 
edition of the work of Sidney Lawton 
Smith, designer, engraver and etcher, an- 
nounced for publication next month by C. 
E. Goodspeed & Co., of Boston. The vol- 
ume will be a small quarto, type and for- 
mat selected and designed by D. B. Up- 
dike, and the printing will be done at the 
Merrymount Press. The scope of Smith’s 
work is wide and varied. His early and 
middle period include engravings and etch- 
ings for Century and Scribner, and similar 
prominent publications—illustrations for 
editions of Dickens and other standard 
authors brought out by the Riverside Press, 
and the now famous plates of the Heber 
Bishop jade collection, New York. His 
last period was devoted almost entirely to 
bookplates for some of the country’s most 
noted public figures and literary figures and 
societies. This definitive edition of Smith’s 
work will include a memoir, written by 
Miss Amy G. Smith, with diary extracts 
edited by Miss Smith, an appreciation by 
Gardner Teall, and a complete checklist of 
the bookplates engraved by the artist with 
an account of their various states, and some 
description of their individual features. 
The plates will be from the original cop- 
pers cut by Smith, with the exception of 
four photogravures, and will include 
mainly the bookplates of the last period, 
showing his work at the height of its skill 
and artistry. The edition will be limited 
to 200 copies, 150 for sale. 
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TH E current catalog of Henry Sothern 

Ltd., of London, is a special Dickens 
Number, comprising 331 Dickens lots, jn- 
cluding autograph letters of the great nov- 
elist and his circle of friends, his works 
first editions and collected editions, and nm 
teresting Dickensiana. This famous Lon- 
don bookshop may justly claim to have a 
very old association with the author of 
“David Copperfield.” In 1878 the firm 
purchased the entire library of Dickens ‘as 
existing at his decease.” It consisted of 
about 1,000 items that were duly cataloged 
and offered for sale in Nos. 174 and 175, 
and these two catalogs, bound up with 
others of the same year, now form an item 
in the current catalog priced at £10 10s. 
To this entry is appended a long footnote 
giving titles and prices of many of the 
most interesting books from Dickens’ |i- 
brary, most of which contained his book- 
plate, and all had a label stating that they 
came from Gadshill Place, June, 1870. 
The low prices at which these books were 
offered in 1878 will astonish collectors of 
today. The greater number were priced

same figure. One of its plates, a charm- 
ing girl in a picturesque costume immortal- 
ized in “Barnaby Rudge,” is inscribed 
“Dolly Varden” in Dickens’ own hand- 
writing. A copy of the first edition of 
George Eliot’s ‘““Adam Bede,” inscribed 
“Charles Dickens Esqr. with the author’s 
highest regards” was listed for two guineas. 
A first edition of ““The Mill on the Floss,” 
with a similar inscription was offered at 
the same price. There were many presen- 
tation copies from friends and admirers of 
Dickens, and twenty-five volumes, “the 
authors own reserved copies,” of his own 
works, nearly all of which were priced 
from 4s. to 6s. 6d. Concurrently with this 
Dickens catalog is issued Part I. of “Green 
Leaves: New Chapters in the Life of 
Charles Dickens,” by J. H. Stonehouse, 
one of the directors of Sothern’s and author 
ot “Charles Dickens and Maria Beadnell.” 
“Green Leaves” will be completed in five 
parts, published monthly at one shilling 


each. 


HE eighteenth annual Alumni Univer- 
sity Day was celebrated at Yale last 
Monday, when hundreds of returning 
graduates observed the university under 
working conditions and attended a series 
of meetings at which plans for the future 
were considered. The rare book room in 
the Sterling Memorial Library was opened 
in honor of the alumni with an exhibition 
of precious volumes drawn from the li- 
brary stacks. Professor Chauncey Brew- 
ster Tinker, keeper of rare books, was in 
charge of the exhibition. Both ancients 
and modern authors were represented. 
First editions of Tacitus, Aesop, Thucy- 
dides, Euclid, Locke, Kant and a presenta- 
tion copy of Darwin’s “Origin of Species,” 
were among the exhibits. Of special in- 
terest was a first edition of Agricola’s “De 
Re Metallica,” with the translation made 
by President and Mrs. Hoover in 1912. 


HE Cambridge University Press will 
shortly publish “A Bibliographical Dic- 
tionary of the Old English Writing-

Copybooks, 1550-1800,” by Ambrose Heal, 
with a historical introduction by Stanley 
Morison. This is the first systematic at- 
tempt to trace and record the development 
and work of the old English writing mas- 
ters, beginning with the breakaway from 
monastic scriptoria of the Middle Ages to 
the domination of the commercial hand of 
the nineteenth century.
